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MASS SHOOTING 

Florida takes gun protest to streets

parkland, fla. » Thousands of 
angry students, parents and resi¬ 
dents demanded stricter gun con¬ 
trol laws Saturday as new details 
were revealed about the suspect 
accused of shooting and killed 17 
people in a Florida high school. 

The rally, held in downtown 
Fort Lauderdale, was attended by 
scores of students from Marjory 


Stoneman Douglas High School, 
where the carnage happened. 

Teens spoke passionately dur¬ 
ing Saturday’s rally in front of the 
federal courthouse, pleading with 
lawmakers to change the nation’s 
gun laws. 

One student, Emma Gonza¬ 
lez, angrily criticized politicians 
who take campaign contributions 
from the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion. She challenged them to stop 
taking money, leading the crowd 
in a call-and-response chant. 


“They say a good guy with a 
gun stops a bad guy with a gun,” 
she said, and the crowd chanted, 
“We call BS.” 

She also said adults who knew 
that the shooter was mentally ill 
should have done more to prevent 
him from having a weapon. 

From a mosaic of public re¬ 
cords, interviews with friends 
and family and online interac¬ 
tions, it appears that Cruz was un¬ 
stable and violent to himself and 
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17 memorial 
crosses were 
placed for the 
17 deceased 
students and 
faculty from 
the shooting 
at Marjory 
Stoneman 
Douglas High 
School.

Ideal slips away for many as incomes stagnate, housing costs soar

Sacramento » No one has the 
exact same definition of the 
California dream. Ask the 39 
million Californians about the 
dream, and aside from most 
agreeing that the daily temper¬ 
ature should not dip lower than 
the mid-50 degrees, you likely 
will get 39 million different an¬ 
swers. 


But the so-called “Golden 
Era” of California — that faded 
Technicolor image of a magical 
time in the 1960s when, as soon 
as you crossed the state line, 
Ronald Reagan would hand de¬ 
liver you a two-story house, 2.5 
children and tiki-themed patio 
furniture — still seeps into our 
expectations of life here. 

The reality today could not 
be further from that stereotype. 

Many residents believe 


achieving the California dream 
is harder than it used to be. A 
recent USC Dornsife/Los Ange¬ 
les Times poll found that only 
17 percent of Californians be¬ 
lieve the state’s current gener¬ 
ation is doing better than pre¬ 
vious ones. More than 50 per¬ 
cent thought Californians 18-30 
years old were doing worse. 

They’re not wrong. 

Over the past four decades, 
California middle-class incomes 


have stagnated, according to a 
recent study by the Stanford 
economist Raj Chett. 

The median California family 
is only making marginally more 
now than they were in 1980. In 
2016, the median household in¬ 
come in the state was $67,739. In 
1980, it was $18,243, according 
to the Census Bureau.

An emergency ordinance set¬ 
ting in place a temporary mor¬ 
atorium limiting rental price in¬ 
creases to 2 percent for the year 
and set the reasons a tenant 
could be evicted, was split into 
two parts for the Santa Cruz City 
Council. The temporary rent con¬ 
trol ceiling, which apples to units 
older than 1995 but excludes sin¬

Mexico city » A military helicop¬ 
ter carrying officials who were 
assessing damage from a power¬ 
ful earthquake flipped as it was 
attempting to land in southern 
Mexico, crashing on top of peo¬ 
ple who had fled their homes and 
were spending the night outside.
